Variety may be the spice of 
life; but zesty, peppy, flavorsome 
pickles surely are the spice of 
menus. And now is the time to 
capture their deliciousness for the 
sweet and sour notes in the sym¬ 
phony of good eating throughout 
the year. Always select fresh, 
sound and not overripe fruits and 
vegetables, as nearly uniform in 
size as possible If thoy are to he 
canned whole. The complexion of 
the pickles will depend upion the 
vinegar and spices. An enameled, 
agate, or aluminum preserving 
kettle should be the prized i>os- 
sesslon of every pickle maker, as 
spices and vinegar are likely to 
react on other metals. It is best 
to have an enameled colander for 
strain ingsnd a wooden spoon for 
stirring. For perfect, crisp pickles, 
recipes should be followed ex¬ 
actly, for any departure may 
mean soggy or shriveled pickles. 
Pickles are always better after 
being allowed to age for four 
weeks. 

SWEET CUCUMBER PICKLES 
300 small cucumbers 
% cupful coarse salt 
Hot water 
2 quarts vinegar 
\ cupful dry mustard 
cupful salt 
cupful sugar 

1-i cupful pickling spices 
6 cupfuls or 3 pounds sugar 
Wash and dry cucumbers; pack 
in crock or jar; sprinkle with 
salt ;add enough hot water to 
cover. Let stand until cold; then 
drain. Thoroughly mix vinegar, 
mustard, \ cupful salt, % cupful 
sugar and spices; pour over the 
pickles which have been weighted 
down in crock. Keep i« a cool 
place and each morning add one 
handful of the three pounds of 
sugar until it is gone, stirring 
through the mixture well. (Weigh

General F’und showed an over¬ 
draft of $26,020.20 and the Water 
Department a balance of $22,- 
210.43. 

"All expenditures from the 
City’s accounts require public 
Council authorization. The books 
are audited annually at least, by 
a C.P.A. and may be examined 
at any time by any one suf¬ 
ficiently interested as they are 
public records." 


Explaining the disposition made 
of over $17,000 paid the city by 
the Metropolitan Water District 
for the privilege of nmning its 
conduit across the city in Grand 
View avenue, a statement was is¬ 
sued at the city hall yesterday. 

There has been a mistaken idea 
on the part of many persons that 
the money was obtained from the 
water district in 1935 on an 
agreement that it would be used 
for the repaving of Grand View 
avenue. There was no such offi¬ 
cial agreement and the money 
went into the city's general fund 
for the purpose of carrying on 
the general business of the mul 
nicipality. Tne city hall state¬ 
ment shows that at the time the 
money was received there was an 
overdraft in the general fund and

In his application for a renewal 
of a contract for operation of the 
Sierra Madre Canyon swimming
